mal lighting throughout the day and sea- 
sons, McMonigal says. East- and west-facing 
windows work too because your plants can 
absorb early and evening sunlight, but north- 
facing windows won’t be enough, he says, 
Butterfield says data show home gardening 
spikes during economic downturns, and 2009 
is no exception, 

“The increase in vegetable gardening is 
compounding at an unprecedented rate,” 
says Robert LaGasse, executive director of 
the Garden Writers Association, “We think 
the economy is jump-starting it,” 

A survey the Manassas, Va,-based organiza- 
tion conducted in March showed 38 percent 
of respondents gardened because they were 


motivated by produce prices. But 71 percent, 
gardened because of the better quality, taste 
and nutrition of home-grown veggies. 

In her fourth-floor condo in Lincoln Square, 
Katie Feltz, 30, is preparing her balcony for 
gardening season with pots and hanging con- 
tainers. Last year she and her husband had an 
abundance of peppers and herbs. They not 
only enjoyed many meals with pesto, made 
from the basil they grew, but also the color 
the plants brought into their lives, Feltz says, 
“It’s a great hobby,” she says, “It just feels so 
rewarding when your plants do so well. They’re 
your babies. There’s also a financial benefit. 
It’s one less thing to pick up at the store,” 
While gardening has tangible benefits.

Ellen Malloy is avoiding the produce stand at 
the market. 

It’s not that she hates her veggies — in fact, 
the restaurant publicist loves them, 

“My goal this year was to grow all my pro- 
duce just to see if I can do it,” she says. 
Because of the unpredictable Chicago 
weather, Malloy, 45, started planting indoors, 
in makeshift greenhouses created out of mflk 
jugs, in February She’ll move the plants to the 
garden once it warms up. 

While Malloy is determined to grow all her 
veggies in her Albany Park home, many others 
in Chicago approach gardening more casually 
as a means to supplement, not replace, what 
they pick up at the grocery store. 

As Michelle Obama exercises her green 
thumb in the White House garden, many 
Americans are following suit. The National 
Gardening Association, based in South 
Burlington, Vt,, predicts 43 million U,S, house- 
holds will garden this year, a 19 percent increase 
from 2008, Chicago gardeners RedEye spoke 
with said they’re seeing a rise in the city too. 
Of course, urban gardening has its chal- 
lenges, The biggest obstacle is making sure 
your plants have enough light, says Bruce 
Butterfield, market research director at the 
National Gardening Association. 

If you’re living in an apartment, try access- 
ing the roof 

“Get a hold of your landlord to see if there’s 
any opportunity to do anything there,” says 
Marlin McMonigal, urban farms manager 
of Growing Home in West Englewood, If

such as saving money, for Ramon Gonzalez, 
it’s a means to express himself 
When his grandfather, an avid gardener, 
passed away, Gonzalez, 31, started a mourn- 
ing garden filled with black flowers to help 
his grandmother grieve. This garden became 
a way for him to connect with a man he didn’ t 
understand well, he says, 

“This past October, my mother passed 
away,” Gonzalez, of Little Village, says, “I 
couldn’t take care of my garden, I had to take 
care of her. Most of the plants died, so I’m 
starting over, I want a fresh start,” 

His new garden will include a variety of 
peppers, tomatoes, cucumbers and flowers. 
Having your own garden also means know- 
ing exactly what you’re eating and where it 
came from, which is especially important to 
some Chicagoans, 

Tricia Hersey 34, has to watch the food her 
2-year-old son, Saheim, eats because he has 
food allergies associated with “almost every- 
thing,” 

“I try to feed him things that are more 
organic,” says Hersey, who plans to start a 
garden this year in her Washington Heights 
home, “It’s hard to find organic vegetables in 
the South Side,” 

For those just starting out as urban garden- 
ers, Feltz, who says she has a thumb of “a very 
pale shade of green,” says persistence pays, 
“We tried to do rosemary, and it just didn’t 
work out,” she says, “The more we {garden], 
the better we’ve gotten at it and become more 
confident to do better things,” 

McMonigal advises beginning gardeners 
not to get discouraged, 

“ Y)u’re going to kill plants,” he says, “Just 
be patient,”

Don’t buy pots 
that don’t drain 

City water can contain impurities 
such as fluoride. If your pots are 
unable to drain the water and 
chemicals out, your plants might iook sickiy with 
burned edges on their leaves. 


Prepare your plants 

Expose plants you grew indoors by 
leaving them outside for a couple 
hours each day for about a week so 
they gradually get acclimated to the 
different environment. 


Don’t overwater 

The biggest mistake new gardeners 
make is watering too much. While 
plant watering isn’t an exact 
science, you can teii something is 
wrong if the soil is sopping wet. Figure out how 
much to water based on characteristics of certain 
plants and vegetables. For example, lettuce plants 
are much thirstier than tomatoes. 


Find direct light 
for your plants 

if you iive in an apartment, contact 
your landlord to see if you and your 
piants can have access to the roof. 

If not, find a south-facing window to maximize the 
amount of light your plants can get. East- and west- 
facing windows work too because your piants can 
absorb morning and evening sun, but north-facing 
windows definiteiy won’t be enough. 


Get a soil test 

if it’s the first time you’re exercising 
your green thumb in your yard, 
coiled some soil samples and get 
them analyzed. Many universities 
can run these tests for a nominal fee. Finding 
traces of lead is a big concern for Chicago 
gardeners, especially with root vegetables. If your 
potatoes aren’t cleaned properly, you could be 
ingesting harmful chemicals.

The scene: When designer-laden, oh- 
so-chic Oak Street department store 
Barneys recently moved across the 
street, it scored a twice-as-big space 
in a sparkling glass beauty of a build- 
ing, It also gained Fred’s, an off-shoot 
of the same restaurant housed in the 
New York City store. Opening in time 
for Mother’s Day, it’s a fine spot to 
bring Mom (call now to snag a reserva- 
tion) or your go-to shopping accom- 
plice before browsing Barneys and its 
posh boutique neighbors. If Mom’s 
set on taking in the Fred’s six-floor 
view, request a seat on the small patio, 
since sheer curtains obscure the view 
from inside. 

The hostesses are sharply dressed, 
the waiters are good-looking, and 
you’ll spot plenty of Gold Coast cli- 
ches, from a telltale post-plastic sur- 
gery maven grazing on a $i6 salad to 
white-haired Viagra Triangle denizens 
in untucked dress shirts and cargo 
shorts milling at the bar. But filling 


the sleek coffee-hued seats here, 
you’ll also find couples young and old, 
casually clad girl groups, and impos- 
sibly hip parents toting their designer 
babies in teeny weeny patent leather 
Nikes, 

The cuisine: There’s nothing reces- 
sion-friendly about Barneys, where 
you’ll find such “practical” purchases 
as a $1,195 of pink python-skin 

Christian Louboutin pumps. Likewise, 
since Fred’s brunch is prix fixe only, 
there’s no way to get out cheap— but 
it does offer a pretty good value. The 
$24 three-course brunch includes 
a cocktail (bloody mary mimosa or 
sparkling wine), assorted pastries, an 
entree with a side (bacon, sausage, 
salad) and dessert (usually $8), If 
you’re feeling especially indulgent (we 
weren’t), plunk down $14 more and 
upgrade to Taittinger champagne or 
a mimosa or kir royale made with the 
good stuff 

Though the “basket of scones, muf- 
fins, toasted country breads and focac- 


cia” kicking off the meal was served on 
a saucer-sized plate, you won’t want to 
fOl up at this stage in the game anyway 
Save your appetite for the housemade 
bagel— wonderfully crispy, soft and 
chewy at the same time— matched 
with cream cheese, smoked salmon 
and dill-flecked cucumber slices on 
the Bagel Club, Eggs alia Campagna, 
poached eggs on crisp bread topped 


with tomato sauce, also goes nicely 
with the sufficiently spicy and strong 
bloody mary Sides were generous 
(four strips of bacon, yum), but 
desserts such as white-chocolate 
bread pudding and vanilla creme 
brulee were just good, not revelatory

SIAM SUNRAY

Ingredients 

» 2 small red Thai chili peppers 
»1 stalk lemon grass 
»3 quarter-size slices ginger root 
» Kaffir lime leaf (optional) 

»1 ounce vodka 

»1 ounce coconut-flavored rum 

nVi ounce simple syrup 

» % ounce freshly squeezed lime juice 

»lce 

»Club soda (optional) 


Directions 

» Cut a small sliver from one of the Thai chili peppers; reserve the 
rest for another use. Reserve the remaining whole chili pepper for 
garnish. 

» Remove the tough outer layer from the lemon grass. Use the flat 
side of a large knife to smash the lemon grass, then cut crosswise 
at the root end of the stalk to yield three V4-inch slices. Cut one thin 
sliver from the opposite end to use as a garnish. 

» Combine the ginger, three lemon grass pieces, the sliver of chili 
pepper and the kaffir lime leaf, if using, in a cocktail shaker; muddle 
to release the ingredients’ aroma and flavor. 

» Add the vodka, coconut rum, lime juice and simple syrup, then 
enough ice to fill the shaker two-thirds full. Shake well for at least 
30 seconds, then strain into an ice-filled old-fashioned glass. 

» If desired, add a splash of club soda. Garnish with the Thai chili 
pepper and sliver of lemon grass.

How did Wolverine (Hugh Jackman) get to be such a buff, 
brooding force of justice, you ask? This prequel shows the 
Marvel superhero entering the Mutant X program and making 
himself— and his sharp, shiny claws— indestructible to avenge 
his girlfriend’s murder. Co-starring Liev Schreiber as Wolverine’s 
over-aggressive brother, Victor, and Danny Huston as a less-than- 
trustworthy military man. 

The buzz: A jacked-up Jackman’s certainly raring to go, with bulg- 
ing veins, arms that look like turkey legs and pecs the size of a pot 
roast. (Teah, this guy’s meaty) Not as sturdy are director Gavin 
Hood’s (“Tsotsi”) inexperience with big-budget action and mem- 
ories of the series’ last movie, “X-Men: The Last Stand,” which 
turned an exciting franchise into something stale and lame. 

The verdict: Little of the action in “Wolverine” impresses. 
Jackman adds desperate resolve to Wolverine’s rage— whether 
he’s flashing his deadly fingernails or leaping naked into a 
waterfall. What lingers in this convoluted bore, though, is stuff 
like three scenes of Wolverine and Victor charging at each other 
(enough!) and about 15 false endings that practically take up 
enough time for their own movie.

Dinner parties 
sans dining room 

Situation: I want to have a dinner party but I don’t have a dining room. 
Solution: Use expandable and foldable furniture. 

The dining room is typically one of the most underused rooms in 
the home, and many people (especially apartment dwellers) forego it 
completely Maybe you eat at the kitchen counter or on your coffee 
table in front of the TV, For everyday meals, solutions like these are 
fine, but they fall short when you want to have a dinner party 
Expandable dining tables are an old standby There are lots of 
options out there, from traditional drop-leaf versions (frequent finds 
on Craigslist) to contemporary models with built-in leaves. The 
most compact types can expand from a tiny kitchen counter into a 
table that seats four, six or eight. 

Another option is to bring together several small tables to create 
a larger dining area. For instance, if you flank your kitchen table 
with a patio set and a folding table, youVe suddenly expanded your 
apartment’s dining capacity from two to 12, It’s OK that the sets 
don’t match— you can cover each table in a plain white cloth to 
create a cohesive arrangement. You also could play up the mis- 
matched look by pairing each set with non-matching chairs and 
individual centerpieces. 

In a pinch, a few sawhorses and a 
large piece of plywood also will work. 

Place the sawhorses underneath your 
“tabletop” every four feet to ensure 
you have enough support, then cover 
it in a cloth, add some candles and 
flowers, and you’re all set.

NEW YORK Aaron Harding’s favorite shirt is a simple 
black T-shirt that makes President Obama look like 
a rock star. 

Festooned with red and blue rhinestones, Obama 
looks outward with interest, concern and empathy all 
rolled into one furrowed brow The word “Hope” is 
written in a bold font below the iconic image, 

Harding, 48, a street vendor in Brooklyn, N,Y, 
hopes that Obama will do well, in part because he 
also hopes Obama’s image will sell more pins, shirts, 
bobblehead dolls and calendars, 

“He’s like a superstar,” says Harding, “People wear 
this stuff like a badge of honor,” 

Obama has been elected and sworn in, has put up 
a swing set and planted a garden on the White House 
lawn, yet people still are wearing and buying election 
paraphernalia, 

A “Hope” pin there, A shirt that reads, “Yes We 
Did,” there. Five months after the election, people 
still are campaigning for Obama, 

“It’s an identity marker,” says Angela Aidala, a 
sociology professor from Columbia University “It’s 


the same thing as wearing a Rolling Stones T-shirt or 
Yuikees cap,” 

Aidala, who volunteered for the Obama campaign 
in Ohio, says wearing political buttons offers a sign 
of solidarity, 

A lot of people apparently bought their parts from 
Harding at his two-table superstore stationed near 
Brooklyn’s Borough Hall, On Election Day, Harding 
says, he sold 5,000 Obama pins and hundreds of 
T-shirts, 

That topped off an election season in which, he 
says, he sold anywhere from 500 to 1,000 Obama 
pins a day, at $5 a pop. Even so, he resists taking that 
sun-drenched vacation because, he says, business can 
fluctuate. 

But he does admit that sales of Obama merchan- 
dise are slowing. Like the auto industry, Harding has 
been forced to change his business model. He cut the 
cost of pins in half, from $5 to $2,50, and buys T-shirts 
that focus more on Michelle Obama, who is growing 
in popularity 

“You need to change with the times,” he says, 
“Obama sells, but Michelle is heating up,”
